New Grafting Experiment 


Growing Potatoes on the Roots of a 
Tomato Plant 


Considerable interest has bees 
aroused by the grafting of a tomato 
plant on a potato plant at the Penn- 
sylyania State College. Although the 
idea is not a new one, it demonstra- 
tes clearly the case with which these 
two closcly related plants may be 
grafted, © e 

Only one attzmpt was made in the 
grafting, The common inverted 
“saddle graft” was used. : 

The plant was wrapped with raffia 
at the junction of the two pieces and 
i) was placed in a humid atmosphere 
for several days until the union was 
perfected. Later the plant was shift- 
ed to the outside, where little atten- 
tion was givém it. Tubers finally de- 
veloped on the potato part and tomua- 
toes on the top. :

Better Farming Trains 


Are Inspected by Large Number of 
the People in Saskatchewan 

Some interesting facts and figures 
were brought to the attention of the 
Saskatchewan legislature when Hon, 
W. R. Motherwell, ministcr of agri 
culture, made reply to questions ask- 
ed by M. L. Leitch, M.L..A., Morse, 
with respect to the Better Farming 
trains. 

Mr. Leitch asked the number of 
places visited by the Better Farming 
trains, the mileage covered, the num- 
Wer of men, women and children who 
visited the trains in the years 1914- 
16, the total cost of operating the 
tiains during those ycars, the assist- 


ance received from the College of 
Agriculture in connection with the 
trains, and the assistance given by 


the railways in operating the trains, 
Hon. W. R. Motherwell replied 
that 88 places were visited, by the 
Better Farming train in 1914, 135 ir 
1915, and 56.in 1916. In 1914 the 
mileage covered was 1,344 miles. 
| The next year this increased to 1,- 
94€ miles, while last year the total 
was 810 miles. In.1914 the total at- 
tendance was approximately 36,000 
(In 1915 no less than 18,262 men, 13,- 
362 women and 5,455 children attend- 


cd, while last year the totals were 
8,245 men, 5,210 woineh and 9,218 
children. 

Mr. ‘Motherwell Stated that the 


total cost of operating the trains in 
1914 was $7,000.70; in”1915, $6,742.02, 
and in 1916, $4,787.22, The College of 
Agriculture, he stated further, furn- 
ished the livestock and many other 
exhibits including a car of mechani-
